‘The Anfwer of the King of Pruffia to the Letter 
written to him by the Paftors and Profeffors of 

‘ the Church and Academy of Geneva. 

Frederick, King of Pruffia, &c. 

Reverend, moft Learned, and fingularly Beloved. 
your Letter of the 22d of April having been de- 

liver’'d to us, we were highly pleas'd to ob- 
feve in it your Affection for us, but more to fee 
your laudable Zeal for the Religion of the Gofpel. 

For, it being our principal Concern to enlarge 
His Kingdom by whom we Reign ; and confidering 
him as the God of Peace, to joyn at length jn the 
Bond of Love and Union the Faithful who have 
been fo long divided by an unhappy Separation ; 
we rejoyce exceedingly to fee our Brethren in the 
Faith, take Part in our moft pious Cares, and affift 
us in our Endeavours : But what moft affects us, is 
to find in that Number your Church, which having 

uir'd a great and venerable Name among Pro- 
teftants, will be of no {mali Weight in this Affair. 
Neither could any thing be more worthy of your 
felves, or more becoming the Rank you hold among 
the Reform'd, than that you who firft lighted the 
Way to the Evangelical Churches, fhould now be 
the forwardeft to diftinguifh your felves by your 
Love and Charity. 

The pacifick Sentiments which you have com- 
municated to us, we fully approve, as perfectly 
agreeing with thofe we have always had in our 
Mind. But what renders your pious Prudence 
moft grateful to us, is the Teftimony you have 
already given of your Defire of Peace and Union, 
in making Ufe of the Means conducing. thereunto : 
For (as we have been inform’d) you hav& in Imi- 
tation of thofe of BaGl, remov’d the chief Ob- 
ftacleto the Coallition of the Proteftant Churches ; 
and thereby feem to have already pull’d down the 
whole Partition- Wall. 

By the fingular Favour of the Almighty, and the 
Vigilant Piery of our Predeceffors, the Seeds of the 
more moderate Theology have hitherto been pre- 
ferv’d in our Church and Univerficy of Branden- 
bourg, which has contributed much to the compofing 
of Religious Differences ; and perceiving you take 
the fame Courfe, we cannot but promife ourfelves 
a happy Event, by God’s Bleffing, of this Affair. 

Befides, the very Intimation of your Zeal bas 
Rot a lite quickned ours; and the Indifpoficion 
under which we lately labour’d,on our Recovery from 
which you pioufly congratulate us, has powerfully 
excited us ro apply ourfelves to this Work without 
Lofs of Time. 

It will be moft acceprable to us, as well as fa- 
Cilitate the Affair, if you not only promote it your- 
felves by your Prudence and Piety as Occafion offers, 
but likewife concert Meafures with our Bifhop and 


others of ovr Divines. We will endeavour, that 
what we couimend in you fhali never be wantiog 
in us. 

For what remains, we befeech the great and good 
God, to vouchfafe to further wich bis moft bol 
Blefling our common Erndeavours, for the Glory of 
his Name and Good of the Chusch. Detiring you 
to reft affur’d of our Royal Favour and affectionate 
Goodwill, and that we fhall lec flip no Opporteniry 
of Gratifying you, Gentlemen, and the Charch of 
Geneva. Dated at Ciarlottenburg, the 28th of 
May 1707.

*fuch Men, as by military Services acquire con- 
‘ fiderable R:putation and Perferments, will find 
* fome Eptertainment in the following fhort Account 
* which the laft Paris Mercure gives of the Baron 
de Pointis lately deceas'd. 

HE Baron de Pointis was born a Gentleman, 

and his Family is known in the Province of 
Touraine. He put himfe!f into the Sea-Service, and 
having in feveral Campaigns given Proof of his 
Courage and of his Knowledge in the Art of Navi- 
gation, he was made Enfeigne (2d Lieutenant) of 
a Man of War. After he had been Enfign fome 
Years, he was made a Lieutenant. He did nor 
ftick long in that Poft, but was made a Captain in 
1685. 
His Reputation encreafing daily, be was appoint. 
ed in the Montt of Auguft the fame Year to com- 
mand the Bomb. Veffels that were employ’d in bom- 
barding Tripoli. The Succefs of that Enterprize 
was an{werable to the Hopes that were conceiv’d of 
him. 

Soon after that Expedition he was made Com- 
miffary;General of the Naval Artillery, and in thar 
Quality receiv’d a Gratification the fame Year of 
2000 Livres. 

In 1689, he had another of 1500 Livres. He 
went to Ireland that Year, and was at the Siege of 
Londonderry, where he caus’d Boats to be funk in 
the River to hinder the Place from being (ucceur’d. 
He had 6000 Livres Gratification for hat Voyage. 

His Services continuing to be approv’d, he bad a 
Gratification of 1000 Livres in 1699 ; ard in Octo- 
ber that Year was commiffion'd to infp: & the Foun- 
deries where the Cannon for the Navy are caf. 

In 1693 be was one of the 3 Sea-Cfficers whom 
the King promoted to the Order of Knighthood of 
Sr. Lowis ; and a Penfion of 1500 Livres a Year 
was fetled on bim. ; 

In 1696 he commanded in the Exredition to Car- 
tagena, where Mars and Fortune were fo favour- 
able to him, thar he return’d loaded with Honour 
and Wealth. 
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In 1699 he was made a Flag-Officer. _ 

He commanded the Dunkirk Squadron in (792. 

The King gave him the Command of a Squadron 
in 1703, but it was thoughc proper that Squadron 
fhould be laid up the December following. 

In 1705 be commanded a Squadron in the Bay of 
Gibraltar. 

- In 1706 he commanded in the lower Poitou by 
Sea and Land, and had a feparace Camp tho’ fub- 
jet co the Orders of the Marfhal de Chamilly. 

He died fuddenly. He hasa Brother in the Se- 
minary of S. Sulpice ; who is a Perfon of exem- 
plary Vircue, and never fought Preferment, tho’ he 
might eafily have atcain’d to Dignities in the Church: 
His conftant Language in {peaking of worldly Affairs, 
is thac ad Vanity.
